Dealer 
Gets Long 
Jail Term 


A jury has sentenced Stephen Lee 
Jewel, 22, of 1305 Sherrye to 87 years 
in the penitentiary on seven counts of 
dealing in drugs. 
Jewel and 19 others were arrested 
here in February by Plano, Texas 
Dept, of Public Safety and Texas 
Rangers officers after an undercover 
investigation of many months. 
Charged with four counts of dealing 
in cocaine, two in hashish and one in 
marijuana, Jewel plead guilty earlier 
this week and asked the jury to assess 
the penalty. 
After deliberating two-and-a-half 
hours, the jury ruled Tuesday af­ 
ternoon that Jewel should receive 
three 15-year, one 17-year, two lfr-year 
and one five-year sentences for selling 
the drugs. 
District Attorney Tom O’Connell 
who prosecuted the case said the jury 
gave Jewel 17 years on one charge of 
selling cocaine and 15 years each on 
the other three counts of selling 
cocaine. He said he did not know why 
different sentences were imposed in 
the cocaine cases. 
Bonnie Sue Salmon, also 22 and of 
the same address, is also being tried 
on several drug charges arising from 
the same investigation.

Seadock Project Rocky 
School 
Officials Still Confident 


HOUSTON (UPI) - Although the 
recent withdrawal, of three investors 
signaled 
death 
to 
plans 
for 
a 
privately operated Superport off the 
Texas coast, some politicians and 
maritime representatives remain 
optimistic. 
Six of the original 13 companies 
have 90 days to replace shareholders 
for $350 million worth of support 
which Exxon, Gulf and Mobile Oil 
Corporation had offered, a Seadock 
Inc. spokesman said Wednesday. 
Several Texas politicians have ex­ 
pressed concern about the economic 
impact of Seadock’s failure. Sen. 
Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex., Rep. Bob 
Gamnage, D-Tex., and state Sen. A. 
R. Schwartz, D-Galveston, Wed­ 
nesday suggested special govern­ 
mental effort to keep the project alive. 


Seadock Inc. planned a terminal in 
the Gulf of Mexico 26 miles south of 
Freeport, Tex. The terminal would 
have received oil from giant tankers 
for transshipment ashore. 


In 1974, 13 companies participated 
in the venture. Four have quit the last 
four years. Then, three more left in 
succession, the latest being Exxon 
Monday and Gulf Tuesday. 
But Harry I. Plomarity, director of 
the Corpus Christi Port, said the 
companies’ withdrawals from the 
proposed $700 million seadock crude 
oil unloading terminal would enhance 
the possibilities a deepwater port 
would be constructed off Harbor 
Island near Port Aransas. 
“As these people drop out of the 
project,’’ Plomarity said, ’’they’ll be 
looking for other facilities. From that 
standpoint, it might help us some. But 
we have said all along that Seadock 
would not have competed with a 
deepwater port here. The two would 
complement each other.’ 
Oil company spokesmen said the 
companies withdrew from the project 
because of a Department of Tran­ 
sportal license issued in January for 
Seadock 
imposes 
unacceptable 
operating restrictions.

Stalled 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - One House 
member says legislators are no closer 
to compromise on a school finance 
plan during the present special 
session than they were during the 
regular session when the measure 
failed in the final hours. 
The House Education Committee 
Wednesday rejected a $947 million 
school finance plan approved by the 
Senate. The committee sent its own 
$950.3 million version of the bill to the 
House for debate today. 
Rep. Ron Coleman, D-El Paso, said 
the situation was similar to the 
stalemate over school finance in the 
regular session. 
“I am seriously concerned that if 
the House passes House Bill I (its own 
version of the 
school 
finance 
legislation) we may indeed have 
problems in conference committee,” 
said Coleman. 


Lightning Flash Knocks Out 
All Power for New Yorkers 


NEW YORK (UPI) — New York 
City and its northern suburbs were 
plunged into blackness Wednesday 
night by a massive power failure that 
left most of the area’s 9 million 
citizens without electricity early 
today. 
Mayor Abraham Beame, citing 
“widespread looting,” declared a 
state of emergency and virtually 
ordered the city shutdown, urging 
citizens to stay home, conserve water 
and await instructions. 
He told a news conference at dawn 
“that it will not be possible to operate 
normal businesses. There will be no 
elevator services, no air conditioning, 


no 
refrigeration, 
no 
business 
machines in operation.” 
Subway services within the city 
remained out of commission. Com­ 
muter lines linking the city with the 
suburbs also were shut down, and 
tunnels under the Hudson and East 
Rivers were closed because of poor 
ventilation. 
Con Edison said 600,000 homes were 
restored to power by 7 a.m. EDT. A 
company spokesman said “it’s going 
somewhat slower than we had hoped. 
We certainly hope we’ll have it up by 
noontime.” 
The New York Stock Exchange 
announced it would not open today.

Hearing Continues 


AUSTIN, Tex. 
(UPI) — The 
legislator presiding over a hearing to 
remove Texas Supreme Court Justice 
Donald Yarbrough has blocked an 
attempt by Yarbrough’s attorney to 
dismiss the action. 


Sen. Ray Farabee, D-Wichita Falls, 
Wednesday denied a request 
by 
defense attorney Waggoner Carr to 
halt 
the proceedings, 
ruling the 
legislature may remove Yarbrough 
by address without going through a 
formal impeachment. 
“Start your proceedings over, 
impeach him if you want, but do it 
right,” Carr said. “You’ve got your 
horses mixed up. 


“If you’re going to remove him, 
remove him so it will stick and not so 
it will be a shadow and a discredit on 
the work you honorable men are at­ 
tempting to get done.” 
The resolution to be considered by a 
joint House and Senate session Friday 


directs Gov. Dolph Briscoe to remove 
Yarbrough from the bench on grounds 
of misconduct. The action, however, 
does not determine either guilt or 
innocence. 
Carr argued if the legislature 
wanted to take action against Yar­ 
brough, who already has been in­ 
dicted by a grand jury on charges of 
forgery and perjury, it should go 
through a full impeachment hearing 
which would determine if Yarbrough 
was guilty. 
In another action to stop the 
legislative hearing, Yarbrough’s 
attorneys filed suit in federal court 
seeking a temporary restraining 
order to halt the session. That suit also 
contends the only appropriate action 
for the legislature to take is through 
impeachment. 
Yarbrough was indicted by the 
Travis County Grand Jury as a result 
of an aborted murder scheme which 
allegedly was plotted by Yarbrough. 


EDT, Wednesday 
when lightning struck a utility sub­ 
station north of the city and knocked 
out power lines already overloaded on 
one of the hottest and muggiest days 
of the summer. 
Beame 
blasted 
Consolidated 
Edison, the city’s major power sup­ 
plier, saying the utility promised that 
a power failure of the magnitude of 
the one that blacked out the entire 
Northeast in 1965 could not happen 
again. 
“We cannot tolerate in this age of 
modern technology a power system 
that can shut down the nation’s 
largest city with a bolt of lightning in 
Rockland County,” Beame said. 
The blackout stranded thousands in 
subways, commuters trains and 
elevators. 
Looters mostly youths who broke 


into shop windows and store fronts 
roamed the streets at will. By dawn, 
police had arrested more than 2,000 of 
them. 
Police said 78 officers were injured 
slightly, and one patrolman, trying to 
arrest looters in the Bronx, was shot 
in the leg. He was reported in fair 
condition.

firefighters were called to duty to 
control looting and scattered fires. 
“People are going wild in the 
burrough of Brooklyn,” one officer 
said. “They’re looting stores by the 
carload.” 
Miraculously there were no reports 
of fatalities, and generally the mood 
was carefree as thousands of city 
residents danced in the streets, helped 
direct traffic and sang songs on 
darkened corners.

Ever since the 1958 beginning of the Citizens Radio Service, there has been a certain 
amount of devisiveness between CB and “ham” radio. 
This has been caused by a number of reasons. Amateurs (“hams”) have to take rather 
extensive FCC examinations in radio theory and be proficient in the Morse Code. CB’ers only 
have to complete a simple form and send it to the FCC to get their operating privileges. 
The Amateur Service has an incentive system of licensing That is, a “ham” starts at the 
bottom of the ladder as a “Novice” using only Morse Code as a means of communication. 
There is no incentive system in the Citizens Radio Service with all participants utilizing the 
same frequencies and privileges. 
After the “Novice” level, a “ham” as he gets more proficient in the code, and 
knowledgeable in electronic theory can obtain higher class licenses with more privileges. 
After “Novice”, the next step is “Technician”, then “General,,’ “Advanced” and finally the 
top of the line ..“Amateur Extra G ass”. 
Another cause for the division between CB’ers and “hams” is the operating procedure and 
courtesy. There is no doubt that CB radio is an undisciplined service that is causing much 
anguish to legally operating CB’ers that have every right to enjoy their hobby. “Hams”, on 
the other hand, are better disciplined with a self-policing effort. 
The greater majority of CB’ers are law-abiding, courteous individuals. The minority, 
however, are causing a great deal of difficulty to the FCC and their fellow CB’ers. 
CB’ers would like some of the privileges of the “ham” operator. In the Amateur Service 
there are no restrictions on how long or how far you can communicate on a frequency, you 
can legally “slide” around frequency bands, antennas can be any type or height, “shooting 
skip” is the rule rather than the exception and even a Novice can run 250 watts power. Higher 
classes of “ham” licenses authorize up to 1000 watts. So it is little wonder that CB and “ham” 
operators are devided and basically stick to themselves. 
The Garland based: American Radio Council is an organization of all radio hobbyists—both 
CB’ers and Amateurs—that seek to expand and improve the hobby for all praticipants. This 
organization feels that all radio hobbyists are amateurs by DEFINITION in that they par­ 
ticipate in their hobby without remuneration as an activity in itself and they are trying to 
bring the two services closer together. 
On July 8th, 1977, the American Radio Council filed a Petition for Proposed Rulemaking 
with the Federal Communications Commission that they feel will aid in this direction. This 
Petition proposes a new radio license class that will offer more privileges than CB and will 
bridge the gap between CB and “ham” radio. The proposed new licease class is to be called 
“Hobbyist G ass’ and permits VHF-FM operation on a portion of the 220 MHz band Amateur 
Band. 
This proposed class of license will not interfere with the “hams” 220 MHz band operation, 
since it uses a portion of that band that is currently not used The new class of license 
proposes 64 channels, crystal-controlled with 17 longer range “repeater” channels with 
controlled access and built-in “repeater discipline” which is accomplished by micropor- 
cessor circuitry. The proposed authorized power to be 25 watts for mobile and base 
station... 1000 watts for repeater stations. Transceivers must have a switch to afford one watt 
operation. 
To be eligible for this “Hobbyist Class” license, the Petition proposes that a simple 
examination be administered by a licensed “ham” holding a Technician License or above. 
The examination is to cover operation of a 220 MHz transceiver, plus Amateur procedure and 
courtesy. Call signs do not need to be used due to automatic transmitter identification. There 
is no requirementjor Morse Code knowledge in the proposed new class. 
There are many unique features to the new proposed class of radio hobbyist license and 
complete 24-page copies of this Petition can be obtained by sending $1.00 to cover cost of 
printting and postage to: American Radio Council; P.O. Box No. 1171; Garland, Tx.

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Author’s Note: This is the fourth article in a series 
responding to questions about methods that are useful in 
attempting to communicate with children in the classroom. 
This article will deal with the important process of accepting 
and understanding students. 
Dear Reader, accepting and understanding are behaviors 
that you as the teacher can demonstrate in your daily 
classroom interactions. Probably few would disagree that 
such concepts are very important, but often, even fewer may 
know how to let a child know that he is accepted and un­ 
derstood. Our training and preparation sometimes falls 
short of this mark. 
The key may be the language that you use, and the way in 
which you use it. The more skillful you become, the better 
conveyed the intended message will be. And, assuming that 
the message is a helpful, precise one, the student to whom 
you air your message will experience feelings of acceptance 
from you. 
Messages which are non-critical of the child and of his 
actions, tend to lower his resistance to you and to your in­ 
structions in class. Compliance is much easier when there is 
no need to erect defenses against angry adult attacks. When 
directing your class, or a specific student in it, state what 
you feel and what you expect. Saying to a noisy class, “Shut 
up and sit down. What do you think this is anyway, a circus. 
All of you are being very rude. What would your parents say 
if they saw you?”, may invite resentment and additional 
resistance. A simple statement, however, such as, “It is 
time fra* class now, and I would like to begin,” followed by 
you starting the lesson, conveys your deisres, your ex­ 
pectations, and your respect for your students’ ability to 
determine what needs to be done in order to comply. You 
have extended an invitation to them to cooperate and 
chances are they will. 
The other side of the coin of acceptance and understanding 
is the way in which you respond to the complaints or 
requests of your students. How will you respond to what they 
say to you? Will it help or hurt?; convey caring or separate 
you from them? The following guidelines may be useful to 
you in these interactions: I) Accurately reflect to the child 
your understanding, or at least your attempt to understand 
what he is saying to you. Ask him to clarify if you are not 
sure. 2) Do not deny the way in which he sees what he sees. 
3) Do not argue with him about his feelings, his opinions, or 
his desires. To do so says implicitly that you do not care 
about him. 
4) Never attack his personality or his character. Besides 
leeting him know that you dislike him, the damage done by 
such remarks can be difficult to reverse. 
5) Acknowledge the experiences that a child reports to you, 
and do not try to convince him otherwise. Whether or not his 
experience agrees with yours is not as important as him 
knowing that you accept him at that particular time in his 
life. Childrens’ experiences which border on fantasy may be 
more trying in this regard. Acknowledgement, however, is 
no less important. In the majority of cases, the youngster 
recognizes by himself that he is conveying non-real in­ 
formation. What he really wants to know is if you care 
enough and will take the time to let him shar part of his life- 
experience with you.

Baking soda for bed odor

Blot up excess 
moisture as you go along so as not to penetrate through 
the filling. Leave uncovered until dry and dry as quickly 
as possible.

“It’s really kind of simple, 
nothing to it, just a common 
ordinary sort of thing. 
Whatever comes to mind, 
whatever you’re thinking, 
you just think of a title, then 
write it down. That’s the best 
way to write. That’s the way 
I’ve been writing for years 
now.” 


Sandve picked up a pencil 
and made a few preliminary 
swirls on a small white pad. 
“The first thing you do is 
put the title down like this 
here. After the title, write 
something down to rhyme 
with it, like this: 
“When you’re alone 
And oh so blue 
You feel downhearted 
And your heart aches too. 
“I wrote that one in 1951 
about my first wife,” said 
Sandve. “Four lines to a 
verse, 
four 
verses, 
som etimes 
five, 
but 
generally four. Most are 16 
lines, some are more. 
“Once in 1948 I wrote one 
called the ‘Beer Drinking 
Blues.’ I wrote it in Montana 
at the North Side Inn. It 
came to me during the 
music. I waited about 15 
minutes, 
then asked the 
bartender for a paper and 
pencil. It took me IO minutes 
to write.” 
He mentioned more song 
titles: “Love Walks a Lonely 
S treet,” 
“ I 
Rem em ber 
April,” “Saturday Morning 
Tears,” “Love Isn’t Blind,” 
“Love is Like a Lonely 
Town,” “Darkness on the 
Delta,” and “Fast Talking 
Stranger.” 
Some of the titles are 
familiar. The songs are not. 
‘“Fast Talking Stranger’ 
is about myself mainly. I 
wrote it about me. But my 
two favorite things to write 
about 
are 
love 
and 
loneliness. 
“Love, mostly. It’s just 
something 
I’m 
more 
familiar with. I’ve been in 
love quite a few times. It’s 
better to write about love 
and loneliness than anything 
else. You see more of those 
than anything.” 


A few of Sandve’s songs 
have been recorded and 
performed by second-rate 
singers with names that 
sound like hundreds of other 
second-rate singers. There 
were no golden records for 
Sandve. 
Sandve’s favorite songs 
were mailed to Al Crocker in 
Kansas City. For $25, Al set 
them to music. For another 
$25, Al would record them 
with piano accompaniment. 
Al is dead now, and Sandve 
is thinking of mailing his 
songs to another guy with a 
piano in Jamaica, N.Y. 
“ I also write a lot of songs 
about 
famous 
people,” 
Sandve said, leaning on the 
lobby desk. “I wrote two 
songs about Billy the Kid and 
one called ‘God’s Mansion of 
Gold’ when Nat King Cole 
died, and I’ve written two 
songs for Frank Sinatra, but 
I haven’t sent them to him 
yet.” 
Most of Sandve’s stanzas 
are reflective jottings of his 
good and bad times. Some, 
like ‘Bus Driver Blues,’ were 
written as a request. 
“ T hat’s how 
I 
wrote 
‘String of Beads,’ too,” said 
Sandve. “ I wrote it for a 
friend. It’s about a grand­ 
mother who passes away at 
the supper table with a 
rosary in her hands. My 
friend wrote it first, but it 
was all mixed up and I had to 
write it over again. 
“His words didn’t rhyme 
and the way he had it you 
couldn’t set it to music,” 
said the songwriter. “ It 
didn’t sound right. I wrote 
four verses for it. It’s a 
waltz.
